FOURTH OF JULY! 



There is some peculiar fatality attached to 
the infancy of every British colony. Eithi r 
tha system of Government is bad or tho men 
who are. appointed by the Imperial authori- 
ties to rule ore unpuited to the position 
Whatever may bo the cause wo find ttmt 
colonial childhood is a quarrelsome child- 
hood — that disconlerjt is the normal condition 
of afliiirs — nud that in this G»ht which al- 
ways ensues bolween tho paternal pilot and 
tho crow tho helm is neglected and the 
uulortunnte colonial craft is allowed to drift 
on a lee-shoro or strike against a rock. The 
ea^ly history of overy one of our ooloniea is 
the history of mismanagement and tho record 
of Imperial folly. With so much profundity 
in English statcsnion, no much sagacity in 
thoir diplomacy, the colonial blunderiug is 
tho mom remarkable. We have said either 
the system of Government is bad, or the men 
appointed to rulo are unsuited to the position; 
in many enses, no doubt, the failure is duo 
to both causea combined, a bad system and 
an UDSuitublc man j but generally speaking 
we may sum up the difficulty in the per 
potual struggle that is mack to reooncilo re- 
presentative government with something like 
Imperial dictatorship. Wiih a simple au- 
tocracy thero is nol of course tho same war- 
ring elements at work, however much deeper 
may bo the popular discontent. All the 
people can do is to pray lo have tho Governoi 
removed. They cannot check-mate his polity 
or thwart his designs. In an irresponsible 
representative Government, howover, the 
people have just sufficient power to obalrucl 
the representative of Her Majesty, without 
enforcing; any policy, bad or good, on tho 
country. This is peculiarly so with Van- 
couver Island ; but more especially is it ap 
plicablo to our present condition, when tho 
public representatives are pulling ono way 
end the Governor of the colony the otber. 

No Governor of any British colony was 
ever more popular with the inhabitants than 
was Governor Kennedy with the people of 
Vancouver Island a year ago. Her Majesty 
soemed to havo got in him a representative 
not merely in name, but one who so far as 
the politics of the country went, would carry 
out the same non-interfoiing policy of the 
monarch of England. If law-making was 
to bo done, it could only be for Iho welfare of 
tho people;, and the people knew best what 
would conduce to their bonefit ; if appoint- 
ments were to be made, tho finances of ll>f.> 
country as well as public opinion were con» 
sidoration9 to be carofully weighed. Such 
were ihe feelings which tho inhabitanls of 
Victoria supposed aotuated His Excel- 
lency, The poople's desiro was tho Alpha 
and the Omega of his administration. Every 
speech that he uttered — ■every public remark 
which he made meant this, and nothing else. 
"I desire,'' said Governor Kennedy in sub- 
stance to the people of Vaneourer Island, 
" to carry out your views and wishes as ex- 
pressed through your representatives in the 
Assembly. If this body does not properly 
represent you, tho remedy is in your own 
hands ; under any circumstances I am 
bound to consider the House as llio embodi- 
ment of public opinion and to act accordingly." 
Wo wanted no grander Bights of statesman- 
ship than this. Here was the man above all 
others suited to the position — a Govonior 
who understood the policy that leaves the 
people to do all the fighting, while the Queen's 
represenle.live, like a dignified and impartial 
umpire, elands by and gives his decision. 
Alas I how soon the dream has been dissi- 
pated. Tho House of Assembly is no longei 
the representative of public opinion ; the 
poople's wishes aro no longer the subject ol 
gubernatorial solicitude. Not to tho Assem- 
bly, however, nor to the people is due this 
change, but lo His Excellency Governor 
Kennedy. We caro not to trace minutely 
His Excellency's descending career, from 
thai pinnacle < f public csleem which he at 
ono timo occupied ; it is sufficient for ihe 
purpose to know that his popularity has been 
gradually on tho wane until at llio presenl 
time, and without any violent political 
offence on his part, he is anything but nigh 
in public favor. Wo say this sorrowfully ; 
wo regret being obliged to make such an 
acknowledgment ; for we havo been amongst 
tho foremost ol His Excelloncy's supporters ; 
but it is a duty wo owe alike to the public 
and to Governor Kennedy to speak the truth, 
and speak it candidly. If tho House has of 
lato shown a disposition to thwart the Exe- 
cutive, it is not through whim or caprice, nor 
is ii an exhibition of feeling lhat is not shared 
in hy tho general inhabitants ; but it is frnm 
a firm conviction that Ihe course of ihe Exe- 
cutive is detrimental rather thin beneficial lo 
the inhabitanls. When the House seos, and 
when the peoplo see tbo best measures of 
tho Assembly thrown out by the Upper 
House, they aro nol blind to tho faot thut tho 
latter body, if not actually inspired by 
His Excellency, ncls at leas! in con- 
formily with his views ; and the 
promises made a year ago in reference to 
carrying out tho wishes of the peoplo as ex- 
pressed by the AeBornbly aro recollected 
with pain and humiliation. Whan wo couplo 
with this tho recent action on Iho school 
question, tho extraordinary partiality in the 
appointment of the Board of Education ; 
and whon wo think of other topios of even 
graver interest which have not mot with 
lhat treatment which Ihe public vveio led lo 
expect at Governor Kennedy's hands, his 
Excellency need not feel surprised at tho 
atliludo of the House, of Assembly, nor nt 
tho violent nnd unbecoming languago that is 
sometimes used, Wo sympathise with r.o 
, organized resistance to the Executive ; we 
wont to iieo no disruption of that tjnrniony 
v.hieh should exist between Iho Governor 
mul tho people's representatives ; on t lie 
contrary wo ileeiro lu wilnuis every

LOSS OF THE GOLDEN HULK. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA.

By the steamer Sir James Douglas via 
Nanaimo, we hava our files of the Columbian 
of Thursday, containing tho lollowiDg tele- 
grams : 

San Francisco, June 26— The steamer 
Sacramento arrived at 11 o'clock. 

The Panama Chronicle of tbe 10th, gives 
the following account of the loss of the op- 
position steamer Golden Rule, bound from 
New York to Greytown, Nicaragua : On the 
evening of the 20 ill May, a dinner was giv- 
en in honor of Capt. Dennis' birthday. A 
number of California bound Cyprians par- 
ticipated in the dinner, which opocloded by 
the captain and oilier officers becoming in- 
toxicated and frate; nizing with Cyprians in 
unbecoming and promiscuous disorder. Tbo 
orgio was unlimited, and save tho socond of- 
ficer and oqo or two of tho orew, all appear- 
ed to have lost tbeir prudeuco. Thero wsb 
not tbe usuel look out lor danger and the 
ship was left to tlio guidance of Providence. 
At 3:30 a. m. on the 30th, she struck, on a 
reef off Rontador Island, one of the Antilles. 
About half an hour before she struck, tho 
second officer wont to the captain and told 
him that the ship was ont of her course. 
The captain, who bad an illicit companion 
with him, belched forth at being disturbed, 
and replied, " You be damned. Tho ship's 
all right, let her go along." 

Tbe passengers were landed in boats with- 
out the leas; danger or difficulty. When 
lauding, permission was asked of the cap- 
taiu to open tho baggage room so that the 
passengers might suvo what they could. He 
gave snothxr surly " go to hell nod bo damn- 
ed" sort of reply. Very few passengers 
saved a few things which they had near at 
hand. The provisions landed were nothing 
but hard biscuit ; and on that and a pint of 
water each per day, a scanty subsistence 
was made. Tho suffering from exposure to 
the sun was intense, and t.bo nppearanco of 
the pooplo plainly indicated it. 

On the 2d of June tho Purser started lor 
Aspinwall in a quarter boat, arriving on the 
6th. The United Slates steamers Huntsvillc 
and Stato of Georgia immediately started lor 
tho sceno of the wreck, and returned to 
Aspinwall on the 11th with the passengers, 
some 6C0 in number. 

Last accounts state thit tho Golden Rule 
was fast going to pieces jud tho wreckers 
were busy at work. 

The above account was obtained from pas- 
sengers. Capt. Dennis an] his officers havo 
not yet had an opportunity of giving the 
other aide of the story. 

Passengers who sailed from San Francisco 
on the 13th May by Iho Amsrica, to connect 
with the Golden Rulo on tbe other side, were 
detained on l he Isthmus. It was expected 
that they would embark on lie Ocean Queen, 
which was to leave Aspinwall for New York 
on the ICth June. 

The eleurinur Colorado arrived at Panama 
on the 12lh. She will leave lor this port on 
the arrival of the Uolden City, and will bo 
due on Friday. 

'I lie I'anama Star and Herald says a tele 
gram received in England from Point Do 
Galle, Coy Ion. dated May lOlh, states that a 
Confederate ship of war was about to sail 
Irom that port lor Manilla in i few days. 
This is no doubt tho Shenandoah.

Some localities nro oompletoly depopulated, 
and are without cither medicine or comforts 
of any kind. 

Tho government of Ncpaul have niado 
many complaints ol the depredations aud vio- 
lence committed by British subjects of the 
Oude frontier in the Ncpaul torritory. 

Groat interest is being taken in Iho culti- 
vation ol tea in the south of India. Libeial 
premiums aro offered by tho British govern- 
ment to tho natives to induco.thera to take 
hold of Iho enterprise.

The roule hu 
(olluwed was good to Koolenay Lake', bui 
there they met with mountains covered with 
suow, which lie could not avoid. * * * 
I Hart in half an hour for Wild Horse Creek, 
or as they call it here, " Stud Horse Creek 
— 400 miles yet to go. Trains are going in 
everyday. I shall be tliere by the 20lh 
instant. **•##» 
Town ok Coi.ville. 
P. S. — I have just opened this letter. The 
diggings on die Upper Columbia prospect 2. r i 
cents to the pan. and on the cranks as high 
as 81 to ih u pan. Some now strikes have 
also been made on Wild Horse Greek.'' 

We may slato with respect to tbe author 
of the letter Irom which the above ex'.racts 
are made, that he is both reliable and likely 
to bs well informed upon the subject of which 
he writes. We havo also, learned through 
private sources that a party of men who l»lt 
Yale in the sprina, intending to go to Koot- 
enay via kamloops. upon reaching the Col- 
umbia river received such good accounts of 
tho diggings in the B'g Bond country as in- 
duced them to alter thsir previous plans and 
elec. to try their lortunes there.

ABRAHAM LINCOLN.

" By tho wiiy " (motioning us to our seats, 
and sitting down into his chair, with ono leg 
thrown over the arm), " that reminds mo of a 
little story whioh Hattersoheit t old me dur- 
ing the trip. Ho bought a pony of an In - 
dian, who could not speak much English, but 
who, when the bargain waa completed, said : 
" Oatsl no 1 Hay, no 1 Corn, no! Cottonwood, 
yes, very much I' Hattersoheit thought this 
mere drunken maundering; but a lew nights 
after, he tied bis horse in a stable built of 
oottouwood logs, fed him with hay and corn 
and went quietly to bed. The next morning 
he lound the grain and foddor untouched, but 
tho barn was quilo empty, with n great hoie 
in one aide, whioh the pony had gnawed his 
way through. Then ho comprehended the 
old Indian's fragmentary English'." 

This suggested another letniniscenco of 
tho sa-MO Western trip. Somewhere in Ne- 
braska the party came to a litlle creek, the 
Indian narno ol whioh signified weeping 
water. Lincoln reriarked, with a good deal 
of apt i'.ss, that aa laughing water, according 
to Longfellow, was "Minnehaha," tbo namo 
of thit rivulet should eviduully bo " Minne- 
buo-hoo." 

TUB PRESIDENT'S CHARACTER. 

Our : ulcrview left no grotesque rocollec- 
tie.'.s of tho l'reaiduut's launging, his hugo 
bunds and feet, grout moulh or angular da- 
Hires. We remembered rather the ineffable 
tenderness which shono through his gcnile 
e;>cs, his childlike ingenuousness, bis utter 
integrity, and his absorbing love of country. 

Ignorant of uliquette and conventionali- 
ties, without the graces of form or of manner, 
his great reluctance to give pain, his beauti- 
ful rcgai'd for tho feelings of others, made 
him 

" Worthy to wear without reproach 
The grand old name of gentleman." 

Strong without symmotry, humorous with- 
out lovity, religious, without cant — lender, 
merciful, forgiving, a prufound believer in 
Divine lovo, an earnest worker tor human 
brotherhood — Abraham Lincoln was, per- 
haps, the oest contribution which America 
bus made to history. 

His origin among humble laborers, his na- 
tive judgment, hotter than the wisdom of the 
schools, his porlect integrity, his very rug- 
gedncss and irregularities made him u fit 
representative of the young nation which, by 
and by, as the ripo fruitage ol free schools, 
free presses and free ballots, shall produce a 
fur higher average man Ihun tho world has 
yet seen.
